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THE CIVIL WAR 

IN COLORADO 

While the situation in Mexico attracts the attention which en- 
titles it to the premier positon on the front page of every newspaper 
on the continent, and while the world hangs breathless over the 
casualty list and notes in detail every movement of the troops at 
Vera Cruz, it is a remarkable commentary upon: the condition of 
affairs in United States that there is just now a battle being fought in 
another revolution much nearer Washington; but this other revolu- 
tion gets scarcely a place in the dispatches. 

Along the rocky detiles of Berwind canyon, stretching in battle 
array for 15 miles, all within a couple of hours’ ride of the city of 
Denver, Colorado; an army of desperate miners and an opposing army 
of mine guards and state troops are engaged just now in a batile 
which, with but brief intermissions, has been raging for a week. 
This is no sham fight. Reports which probably under-state the facts 
estimate the killed to date at 75. Yesterday four were added to the 
dead. A detachment of mine guards is reported surrounded and 
about to be wiped out. Rifles crack, machine guns rip and roar and 
dynamite helps to pile up the quota of the killed and maimed. Tele- 
graph and telephone wires have been cut and newspaper represen- 
tatives excluded, Las Animas, Freemont and Hurfano counties, in 
which are situated the big mines of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. 
and the Rocky Mountain.Fuel Co., are a seething cauldron, Coal 
mines are afire and untold damage to property is being done, Last 
week, in a battle ut Aguilar in which four hundred miners fought at 
half-mile range with state troops and mine guards, a tent colony in 
which families of striking miners lived was set on fire and 18 women 
and children smothered. Seven mines guards, three soldiers and 
seven striking miners were killed.

To the Editor of the Capital: 

I much regret that I did not attend 
at the People’s Forum on Sunday eve- 
ning to hear Edmonton's head citizen 
deliver his address on “Democracy.”

trough. Just as science has forsaken 
evolution by natural selection in the 
study of natural science, and is adopt- 
ing evolution by mutation and discon- 
tinuous variation, so in the social and 
political world of today the rebels of 
society are pinning their faith not on 
the birth of a new society by the pro- 
cess of evolution but by revolution, If 
in our biological studies it is being 
demonstrated that new species of 
plants and animals are constantly — be- 
ing produced by mutation, so in our 
sociological studies do we argue that 
the birth of a better and more ideal

Whether R. B. Bennett is going to lead a bull moose movement 
in ihe conservative party at Ottawa Is a question the answer to which 


will not be long delayed. Yesterday, with W. F, Nickle, of Kingston, 
he withdrew from the caucus assembled to discuss the Canadian 
Northern proposals, and in withdrawing declared that the legislation 
proposed was in the interests of the railway and not in the interests 
of the country. This much Bennett might have safely predicted 
without ever having heard the proposals or even having gone into 
the caucus at all; for certainly no one ever expected that the legisla- 
tion which the Borden government will eventually be compelled to 
bring down in order to extricate the railway and its group of banking 
interesis could be so framed that the country does not come out at 
the small end. 

Reading between the lines, it is quite evident that the Borden 
proposal will be the one forecasted in previous dispatches; which is, 
in eflect, that the government will buy stock in the company up to 
the amount required to complete the Canadian Northern undertaking 
and will retain an option on the balance sufficient to gain control in 
case the-promoters fail to make good. In other words, the pro- 
moters will hold absolute control of the road if it succeeds, and the 
government will have nothing to say unless it fails. 

This proposal is just about on a par with Borden’s capacity in 
the handling of all matters pertaining to the big interests. When, 
under Borden, public interest collides with the system, public interest 
invariably suffers. Bennett, with his intimate knowledge of the 
sentiment and spirit of the west, a knowledge which must be con- 
ceeded to him even though he runs counter to western sentiment in 
many respects, could not fail to realize that such a proposal would 
frustrate Conservative hopes throughout the west and make it abso- 
lutely impossible—with maybe the single exception of his own seat 
—-{o return any members from the pane country, 

If Bennett does not revolt it will be a matter of great surprise 
to those in Alberta who realize the situation in which he is placed by 
the blundering of Robert Laird Borden,

Franc!s Parkman, the American his- 
torian whose works deal so largely 
with the picturesque and thrilling re- 
cords of the French conquest of Can- 
ada, received the degree of LL. D, 
from McGill University thirty-five 
years ago to-day. Parkman was born 
in Boston in 1823; and while a Har- 
vard student conceived the Idea ot 
writing a history of the French and 
Indian war, Handicapped by a serl- 
oue affliction of the eyes and by deli- 
cate health, he carried out this work, 
which presented in brilllant narrative, 
more interesting than any fiction, not 
only an account of the war but also 


sketches of the pioneers of New 
France, pen picturies of the early 
Jesuit missionaries, and a vivid des- 


eription of the founding of Quebec. 
After spending several years among 
the western Indians and in delving 
among the archives of Caneda, France 
and New England, he commenced that 
series of histories which has made the 
name of Parkman known to every 
Canadian, In 1865 he published “The 
Pioneers of France in the New World,” 
and iwo years later “The Jesuits in 
North America.” This was followed in 
1869 by “La Salle and the Discovery 
of the Great West.’ Then came “The 
Old Regime in Canada,” and “Count 
Frontenac and New France Under 
Louls XTV." These volumes com- 
prised the chief works which had ap- 
peared from Parkman's pen up to the 
time when McGill honored itself by 
honoring the great historian. In 1884 
there appeared In two volumes the 
culminating work of the great series 
describing the long struggle between 
England and France for New World 
mastery—““Montcalm and Wolfe.” 
Parkman died in Jamaica Jlaln, near 
Boston, in 1893, but his memory and 
his works will live as long aa the 
| Dominion. On the foundation of pa- 
!tlent research and painstaking regard 
| for accuracy he ‘built some of the 
| most graphic, vivid, brilliant and fas- 
| cinating histories ever written.

Birthday of “the World's 
Most Prolific Egg-Layer” 

Today is the second birthday of the 
helpful hen upon which the Oregon 
Agricultural college at Corvellis ~ re- 
cently conferred the title of “the great- 
est hen in the world.” Since it is the 
mission of a hen—at least from a 
human yviewpoint—to produce eggs, the 
greatness of this prolific fowl is based 
upon her ability as an egg-layer, “C- 
543," as this wonderful fowl was of- 
ficially christened by the Oregon Agri- 
cultural College authorities, was hatch- 
ed on April 29, 1912. She began lay- 
ing at the age of five and one half 
months. Her record was made on Oc- 
tober 9, of last year, when she laid her 
283rd egg within a year, thus estab- 
lishing a new world's record. The for- 
mer record had also been made by an 
Oregon Agricultural College hen, who 
in 1911 laid 282 eggs in a year, 

Although the United tSates leads the 
world in egg production, with 17.3 
dozen per capita per annum, according 
to the last census figures, the supply is 
not always equal to the demand, and 
eges are imported from Kurope, Mis- 
souri leads the States in egg production 
and the helpful ’en is responsible for 
no small share « the prosperity of the 
“show-me" coinmonwealth, The pro- 
duction of eggs In the United States as 
a whole reached jn 1909 the amazing 
total of 1,591,311,871 dozen, or 19,095,- 
736,452 eggs. Of this total, Missouri 
hens produced 111,616,693 dozen, with 
Iowa a close second, Ohlo and Illinois 
contestants for third place, and Kansas 
Indiana, ‘Texas, Pennsylvania, New 
York and Michigan following in the 
order given, 

Strange to say, while Illinois. stood 
fourth in the number of eggs produced 
that state was first in the number of 
fowis, which is a sad reflection on the 
egg-laying ability of the hens of the 
“Sucker State.” It is appropriate that 
the nickname of IMnois should have 
been applied in derision by Missourians, 
who, with fewer hens, produce many 
more eggs than their neighbors. 

While the eggs of domestic poultry 
vary largely in size, such variation is 
inconsiderable compared with that of 
the eggs of wild birds, The ostrich now 
lays the largest eggs of any bird, but an 
ostrich egg is a tiny thing, compared 
with the egg of the elephant bird of 
Madagasca., now unfortunately extinct, 
the shell of which held a capacity of 
ebout two gallons and was six times the 
size of the egg of the ostrich.

Kerosene 

The first to introduce the use of 
coal oll or “kerosene” in the United 
States and Canada was Dr. Abraham 
Gesner, a distinguished Canadian geo- 
logist, who died in Halifax, N. S., half 
a century ago today. Dr. Gesner, af- 
ter long experimenting, discovered 
how to produce oil that could be used 
{in lamps for jlluminating purposes 
from bituminous shale and cannel coal, 
He gave the name of “kerosene” to his 
product, but it was popularly called 
“coal oiL” Following the discovery of 
petroleum in large quantities in Penn- 
sylvania in 1859, and later in many 
other sections of North America, kero- 
sene became the principal product of 
the distillation of the crude oll. Dr, 
Gesner, the discoverer of kerosene, 
1797, and was educated for the pro- 
fession of medicine. Later he became 
interested In geological researches, and 
in 1538 he was appointed to examine 
the geologicai resources of the lower 
Provinces of British North America. 
Like most inventors, he derived little 
financial benefit from his discovery, 
which was destined to be the founda- 
tion of scores of immense fortunes,

PARTY

Prince Hirchito, Crown Prince 
of Japan, 13 Years Old Today. 
Prince Hirchito Michino Miya, the 
only son of Emperor Yoshihito and 


Empress Sadako and the heir apparent 
to the Japanese throne, will celebrate 
his thirteenth birthday today. The 
young prince's natal day is usually the 
eccasion of much jubilation, but this 
year will be an exception, as the royal 
family and the whole people are still 
in mourning for the Dowager Empress 
Haruko, who died about three weeks 
ago. The future ruler of Japan is 
reported to have been overcome with 
grief when his grandmother died, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the Em- 
press Hartko was not related to him 
by the ties of blood. The late Em- 
press had no children, and the present 
Emperor Yoshihito, was the son of one 
of the secondary wives of the late 
Mikado, Mutsuhito. 


Probably no other prince in the 
world faces so great a responsibility 
as Prince Hirohito. In other constitu- 
tional xnonarchies rulers are supposed 
to follow rather than lead, but in Nip- 
pon the people at large still maintain a 
firm belief in the divinity that doth 
hedge a king. Modern science and Oc- 
cidental thought may change _ this 
spirit of blind devotion to the throne 
before ttle Hirohito puts on the 
crown, but if the reverence for the 
“heaven-born" persists he will have it 
in his power to speed Japan alc .g the 
road to progress or turn it aside on 
reactionary roads. Mutsuhito found 
Japan a medieval, feudal nation, and 
took the lead in the great movement, 
which, not without powerful oppost- 
tion, transformed Nippon into a world 
power. Yoshihito, his son and succes- 
sor, is even more progressive in spirit 
than his father, and has thrown over- 
board all of those old trappings of 
divinity which his predecessor retained 
as concessions to the irreconcilables of 
the old regime, 

If education and early influences 
count for anything, Prince MHirchito 
will be a modern of moderns. He wears

Taft on this lovely edifice was consid- 
ered by most experts to he the artis- 
tle triumph of the great world's fair. 
Many visitors to that exhibition will 
recall with pleasure the two large 
groups jus ouside he main enrance 
of the horticultural building, repre- 
senting “The Sleep and the Awakening 
of the Flowers.” These sculptures 
were the center of interest for all art- 
ists who visited the exposition, and 
more than any other of his early work 
aided him along the road to interna- 
ional fame. Mr, Taf is the author of 
a “History of American Sculpture” 
and other literary, works.
